A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6,8-9,14-22,25-28,35-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
clearly anticipated by Willis (5305974). 

See figure 1 , center coils are used to control direction of 20 from 14 to 16, there are 
concentric coils that are aligned along the path of the propelled object and is in 
proximity thereto since they are larger than the object. 

Claims 29-34 are allowed. 

1 . Claims 7,10-1 3,23-24,43-44 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

2. Applicant's remarks have been considered but are not deemed persuasive since 
they are more specific than what is being claimed in the rejected claims.
